bad been pursued by a posse and 
killed five miles east of here. It was 
also reported that the negroes in and 
around the town were in a state of un- 
rest and trouble was feared. A tele- 
gram was sent to Governor Vardaman 
•at.Jackson, asking that troops be for- 
warded here from Meridian. The gov- 


ernor ordered out a company of militia 
and the soldiers arrived here early to- 
day. 
They found, however, that no 


trouble existed in Scooba and they are 
now walking about the 
little 
town 


chatting with the citizens. 


The reported killing of four negroes 


yesterday was a direct outgrowth of 
the recent trouble at Wahalak, where 
a desperate fight occurred on a Mo- 
bile and Ohio railroad train between 
two negroes and Conductor Cooper. 


Great Excitement Prevailed 


One of the negroes was killed out- 


right and the conductor received se- 
vere injuries. 
Great excitement pre- 


vailed at Wahalak when it was re- 
ported that the negroes had threat- 
ened to exterminate the whites and 
burn the town. Governor Vardaman 
promply sent the state militia to the 
scene but after remaining there one 
day Colonel McCants in command re- 
turned to Meridian reporting that dan- 
ger of further trouble had apparently 
passed away.

New Tork, Dec. 26.—With two bul- 


lets in her 
head. Mrs. John 
J. 


O'Rourke lay for halt an hour in her 
home in Morris Park. L. I., early yes 
terday, feigning death, while her hus 
hand, who had shot her, sat by her 
Bide to make sure she was dead. 


Though enduring agony, the woman 


dared not move even an eyelid. Her 
torture was not even ended, when, af- 
ter thirty minutes, her husband raised 
the revolver and fired a bullet into his 
brain. She heard the shot and heard 
the man fall, but she thought perhaps 
he was only wounded, and might shoot 
her again. For two hours longer she 
lay and suffered before she dared make 
a move to seek aid. 


Faints on Reaching Aid. 


She waited almost too long, for loss 


of blood had made her so weak that 
she was barely able to crawl to the 
residence of her nearest neighbor be- 
fore she fainted. It is thought, how- 
ever, that she will recover. 


The O'Rourkes occupied a-comfort- 


able home and O'Rourke had a good 
business, but failed to get along well 
with his wife. She had him arrested 
last week for threatening to kill her 
and he was placed under bonds of 
$1.000 to keep the peace. 


They were alone in the house Mon- 


day night. Mrs. O'Rourke says the 
evening had been pleasant. 
Shortly 


before 1 o'clock she was seated in a 
Morris chair by the fire, and her hus- 
band was at a table near by. 
Her 


back was turned to him. There bad 
been no conversation lor possibly half 
an hour. 


Threat to Kill I* Sudden. 


"I think I'll kill you now," said 


O'Rourke quietly, and she turned to 
see him with a pistol in his hand. 


"Not on Christmas day. John," she 


pleaded. Without replying he ralse'd 
the revolver and fired twice. Both bul- 
lets struck her in the forehead as she 
sat In the chair. One ranged upward 
under the scalp and the other buried 
itself in the skull. 


The wounds bled freely, and to this 


fact Mrs. O'Rourke owes 
her 
life. 


O'Rourke picked her up from the Mor- 
ris chair and carried her to a couch 
on the other side of the room. She 
was conscious and from remarks she 
heard him mutter to himself she gath- 
ered that he believed she was dead. 


Lies As If Dead. 


O'Rourke sat by the side of the 


'couch watching her and talking: to him- 
self -for half an hour. The house is 
separated from other dwellings, there 
was a high wind blowing and no one 
had heard (he shots. 
The woman 


heard O'Rourke get up, step to the 
middle of the room and 
fire again. 


Then she heard him fall. Although 
he had killed himself instantly she did 
not know it, so she kept quiet and 
listened. 


Listen as she would, she could detect 


no. sign of life in her husband. Final- 
ly, after more than two hours, she 
ventured to open her eyes and steal a 
glance at the floor. Her husband was 
lying there facing her with his eyes 
wide open and staring. The revolver 
was on the floor beside him. She 
thought he was dead, but.' she took no 
chances, and not for a half hour more 
did she venture to move. 


When at last she gathered courage 


to seek escape she slipped from the 
couch and crawled-from the 
room 


She was too weak to stand, but. when 
she got out into the fresh air she 
gained strength. 


Flees to a Policeman. 


A policeman named Roberts lives 


near the O'Rourke residence. To the 
home of the policeman she made her 


• way, passing other houses. 
Roberts 


was awakened by her and opened the 
door as she sank at his feet. With the 
aid of his wife the policeman revived 
the wounded woman, and she told him 
of her experience. 
He went to the 


ORourke home, where he found the 
"body on the floor. 


Mrs. O'Rourke was removed to the 


home of a. friend, where a surgeon ex- 
amined her wounds. 
The 
surgeon 


said that unless complications set in 
she would recover. The greatest fear 
Is that the awful strain she endured 
while her husband sat by to see if she 
was d«ad. and while she waited for 
him~to give a sign of life, will have a 
deterrent effect.

John I. Cox has extended executive 
clemency to Bruce Bundren, an orig- 
inator and one of two survivors of the 
famous Bundren-Holland feud in East 
Tennessee. So, instead of completing 
a life sentence 
in the 
penitentiary 


here, the white haired former confed- 
erate will spend the remainder of his 
days on the old Bundren homestead in 
Grainger county. 


The Bundren-Holland feud furnished 


one of the bloodiest chapters in East 
Tennessee history. It began in 1868,' | 
when Bruce Bundren and Reuben Hol- 
land, one a former 
confederate and 


the other a former union soldier, were 
appointed 
overseers 
of a 
road in 


Grainger 
county. 
From 
then until 


June 12, 1905, when all but the elder 
Jundren and 
a son were killed, the 


ighting was continuous. Not one of 
he Holland family survives, so it is 
not expected further trouble will re- 
sult. ' 


The incident for which Bundren was 


sentenced was the killing of Colonel 
John C. Crozier, an attorney who op- 
posed Brundren in court. 
The case 


was that of the Hollands suing Bun- 
dren for damages and jointly prosecut- 
ng him for alleged killing of cattle 
belonging to the Hollands. Bundren 
contended 
he proved 
the Hollands 


killed the cattle near his pasture pur- 
posely to arrange prosecution against 
tiim. 
It seems that Colonel Crozier 


was a witness as well as attorney and 
It was for statements made on the 
witness stand that 
Bundren 
killed 


him. Bundren was being taken from 
the court room to jail when he shot 
Crozier, killing him instantly. Bun- 
dren was sentenced in June, 1902. He 
was then sixty-one 
years 
old, but 


healthy and strong for his age. 


When Bundren and Reuben Holland 


were joint road overseers they quar- 
reled over minor differences of opin- 
ion. The community took sides and 
Holland, it is claimed by Bundren. 
killed one of the latter's horses. A 
shooting followed, in which both men 
were wounded, but neither seriously. 
They lived on adjoining farms 
and 


were wealthy for that period. Both 
had large families and each desired to 
control the local affairs of the county. 


Duels became 
frequent. 
Such of- 


fences as burning fences,, killing cat- 
tle, hogs and horses, mostly by 
the 


boys, were numerous. Not infrequent- 
.ly the women of the two families met 
In battle. Two of Holland's sons, fif- 
teen years ago. met one of the Bun- 
dren boys on the road and drew their 
revolvers and began firing. 


All were on horseback. 
Bundren 


was also armed and returned the fire 
with eagerness. 
Almost every bullet 


from the pistols of the two Hollands 
took effect in Bundren's body, but he 
was the last to quit the fight. The 
horses of the Holland boys fell early 
in the battle. One of the boys was in- 
stantly killed and the other fell under 
his horse, near where Bundren had 
fallen from his wounded horse. Crawl- 
ing to his wounded assailant, who was 
then dying perhaps, Bundren beat him 
with the butt of his revolver. 


Bundren crawled to his wounded 


horse; he managed to mount it, and. 
lying across the saddle, Started down 
the road. 
After going two hundred 


yards, he fell from the horse dead 
and a short distance further the horse 
dropped lifeless. 


This and many other dramatic con- 


flicts -characterize the career of the 
two families, until now none survive 
exce.pt •. Bruce Bundren 
and a son. 


J?.mes Bundren, a prominent lawyer 
of hisrhome county. 


Tho appeal for executive clemency 


made to Governor Cox was perhaps 
the most bulky ever filed at the state 
capltol. 
The 
documents 
were pre- 


pared by the surviving son, and the 
introduction brought tears to the gov- 
ernor's eyes as he read It 
Over two 


thousand names were signed. 


"I do not care to discuss the many 


trying times of my existence," 
said 


Bundren as he was leaving the walls 
of the prison, "but I will say that no 
book of fact or fiction contains more 
remarkable incidents than my miser- 
able life. For thirty-seven years prev- 
ious to my Incarceration I was in con- 
stant peril. I minded that even less 
than I did the thoughts 
that 
every 


member of my family shared 
this 


predicament. 
Even 
my 
wife 
and 


daughters knew that it was not safe 
to leave the house after night or even 
in day time, unless accompanied by 
men.

Distress Caused by Famine 
" 
in Fuel Not Fully 


Known. 


Pierre, S. D., Dec. 2G.—All the world 


now knows of the- distressing 
priva- 


tions on the great western prairie just 
passed through by the ambitious set- 
tlers owing to the coal and fuel fam- 
ine, 
but few realize the utter desti- 


tution caused-by the need for fuel. 


There have been many times in his- 


tory when people were forced to burn 
treasures to keep warm, but never be- 
fore on the prairie has fuel been so 
scarce. One hundred and fifty miles 
southwest of Fargo, N. D.. is a settle- 
ment of Russian farmers who have re- 
cently come to this state. When the 
coal question came us and the rail- 
roads could not supply fuel there was 
nothing for them to do but to chop up 
their outbuildings for fuel to cookwith. 
The question of keeping a steady fire 
for heating purposes was at an end. 


Burned All Outbuildings, 


One family named Roustoff, 
which 


came to the state in the spring, had no 
fuel in the house nor oil for lamps. 
The stable was used for cooking pur- 
poses and the other outbuildings fol- 
lowed. The horses and the cattle were 
turned loose to seek food and shelter 
on the prairie and to be victims to any 
blizzard that might overtake 
them. 


Then the platform around the pump 
was made into fuel, then the wagon 
boxes and later the wheels. 


Everything about the farm except 


what was needed about the house to 
keep out the cold was sacrificed to 
keep the kitchen stove burning long 
enough to cook the beef and make the 
coffee. 
The family are well after the 


awful ordeal. 
They say it is worse 


than Russia, for there they have plenty 
of fuel. 


At Grantham. a small town, the fuel 


shortage was as bad. Two families 
moved into one house and chopped up 
the other house for fuel. 
One day a 


train went through and forty men at- 
tacked the crew, but found extra locks 
on the coal cars and the coal of poor 


man named Waldran traded a load of 


I wood for three horses. 
At Rennlng 


! several families burned bushel after 


bushel of oats and said it held fire like 
coal. 


Used Much Canned Goods. 


The farmers had plenty of money 


and went to the stores and purchased 
sufficient supplies of canned ^ind dried 
fish and fruit, so that, with what the 
housewives had in store the question 
of food was not a. serious one. 
The 


cold weather was tho most difficult to 
endure. Many settlers and old farm- 
ers hauled out the old .hay burners 
which were In vogue many years ago 
and used the long wild grass in their 
barynard stacks for fuel. 
This did 


good service. 


One of the luckiest things connected 


with 
the coal famine was the fine 


weather. 
While it, was 
very cold 


through South nnd North Dakota, 
there were no storms. Had a blizzard 
swept over the 
country 
while 
the 


scarcity of fuel was at Its height there 
would have been a great loss of hu- 
man life and of live stock. 


Far out on a ranch near the South 


Dakota northern state line 
In 
the 


family of James O'Haran a child was 
born. There was no coal on the place 
and none iu the town. There had been 
no wood sold for a month. O'Haran 
had tried to get a supply of coal in 
the fall but had failed. 


Burned Sheds to Warm Stork. 


The sheds were the only thing to 


burn to Iceep the house warm for the 
reception of the stork, so the cattle 
and horses were turned loose to shift 
for themselves while their warm stalls 
were burned to keep the baby boy 
warm.

Employes of Railroads and 


Big Corporations Get 


Fatter Envelopes. 


New York, Dec. 26.—A glance at the 


financial records of the dally newspa- 
pers of the last two Months furnishes 
pretty good evidence that yesterday 
was a good Christmas for the average 
American working man. 


In the last "quarter of the year there 


has been added to the wages of rail- 
road employes alone about $100,000,- 
000. 
Nearly all the roads In the east 


have announced Increases of 5 to 10 
per cent, in the wages of moat of their 
employes, and many lines in the west 
nnd south have followed suit. 


Industrial corporations have 
kept 


pace with Increases made by the car- 
riers, the advances in the steel and 
textile industries being especially no 
ticeablc. The wages paid by the te* 
tile mills in Rhode Island and Massa- 
chusetts, for instance, are the highest 
over paid' in the industry, and at the 
same, time the statements ot the com 
•panics show the largest distribution 
of dividends In recent years. The 
United States census for 1900 estl 
mated the amount paid out In wages 
iy manufacturers In that year at $2,- 
39,923,615. A 100 per cent. Increase 
n wages on the basis of figures com- 
piled six or seven years ago would 
irlng the amount into hundreds ot 
millions. 


Santa Busy on Pennsylvania Road. 
One of the most important Increases 


made in tho last few weeks was that 
of the Pennsylvania railroad. 
Offi- 


cials of the road gave all the' employes 
of the system east and west of Pltts- 
>urg who were 
receiving less than 


!200 a month a raise of 10 per cent. 
This affects 185,000 men and Involves 
an annual outlay of $12,000,000. 
The 


same class of employes 
got nn ad- 


vance of 10 percent, in 1902, which 
makes the Increase 20 per cent, in four 
years. Besides this company made a 
readjustment of salaries which affect- 
id 1,058 men and Involved the ex- 
penditure of an additional $30,733 a 
month, or $368,796 a year. 


The New York Central, the Dela- 


ware, Lackawanna and Western, the 
Long Island and most of the other big 
eastern roads followed the example of 
the Pennsylvania.. 


The United States Steel corporation 


announced as Its Christmas gift to em- 
ployes an increase of 10 cents a day to 
all common laborers at the plants of 
subsidiary companies. 
About 70,000 


men are classed as general laborers in 
the 
corporation's 
employ. 
This In- 


crease came to the men unsolicited, 
and iron and steel men/-understood it 
as a substantial recognition by the 
board of directors of tne loyalty of the 
men through a year in which.every de- 
partment of industry has been run at 
its maximum capacity and under con- 
ditions that taxed the powers of all 
hands from the top to the bottom. In 
the depression of the iron and steel 
trade in 1908 the corporation did no! 
make any considerable reduction ol 
wages. 


Besides voting this Increase, direc 


tors of the United States Steel corpor 
ation have made their usual offer to 
employes, allowing them to subscribe 
for the preferred stock of the corpora 
lion below the market quotation. This 
year the subscription price was set at 
103. Last year it was at par, and 12, 
256 employes took 24,000 shares. 


Spirit Moves Oil Trutt, Too. 


Among 
other 
steel 
corporations 


which have done as the United States 
has done is the Illinois Steel company 
The raise there affected 13,000 men 
and amounted to $500,000 a year. 


The Standard 
Oil company is an 


other ot the big corporations 
which 


made a general Increase without being 
asked for it. From E to 10 per cent 
has been added to the wages of al 
men employed in refineries of branch 
companies. 
About 35,000 men 
have 


been affected by the increase. 
The 


highest percentage of Increase In the 
case ot the 
Standard 
Oil companj 


goes to the lowest paid employes, th 
percentage decreasing In proportion to 
the employe's salary. 


The Consolidated Gas company has 


added 10 per cent, to the pay of all its 
smployes who were drawing less than 
i2,000 a year. This affects 6,500 of 
he 8,000 men on the company's 
pay 


roll. The increase will add $500,000 
a year to the fixed charges o£ the com- 
pany. 


Two big express companies, the Ad- 


ams and the American, have made in- 
creases affecting a large percentage 
of their employes. 


Many banks and trust 
companies 


have admitted their employes into an 
ncreased share In the general pros- 
perity. Most of these increases never 
come to the knowledge of the public, 
but they are made just the same. The 
Brownsville branch of the State bank 
in Brooklyn voted to its ofllcers and 
employes who had seen ten years' 
service a gratuity of 20 per cent, of 
their annual salaries, and to those who 
had seen less than ten years' service 
gratuities ranging in amount from 10 
to 6 per cent. 
Surprise Dinner for Bank Employes. 


Directors of the 
Union 
bank in 


Brooklyn gave their employes a din- 
ner. At each man's plate was a new 
pocketbook with two weeks' salary In 
It. August Belmont & Co. and many 
other 
downtown 
firms 
will 
give 


bonuses to their employes before the 
new year begins. 


Among tho employes of the Rem- 


ington Typewriter works at Illon more 
than $13,000 In gold was distributed 
the other day as bonuses. About two 
hundred and seventy employes 
re- 


ceived money, averaging some $50 
each.

their babes are having bad colds-.at 
this season, and more than one care- 
fui parent declares that she Is certain 
the infant hasn't been exposed to the 


j cold weather; but has been^kept care- 


fully indoors. That this is indeed -so. 
explains frequently delicacj and colds 
among children, and the sooner you 
mothers 
realize this the better for 


them and for you. Let your baby go 
out in all kinds of weather if, the 
youngster is at all healthy. 
Keep It 


so with fresh air and sun when the 
latter shines. 
Naturally any baby 


with a tendency to throat and 
lung 


weakness must be kept from damp air, 
and it would seem superfluous to say 
that .every 
child 
should 
be well 


wrapped when taken out of doors. But 
it is quite necessary to assert this pos- 
itively, for some mothers' idea seems 
to be that when you say take a baby 
out, no matter how cold the weather 
may be the statement means that cold 
won't hurt the baby. Cold may kill, 
and certainly will make it ill if the 
youngster is not so warmly dressed 
that-the temperature of the body does 
not go down. The point of the whole 
thing is to have the baby's lungs get 
plenty of cold and fresh air, but take 
precious good care that the baby does^ 
not become cold. 


For a very young baby it is enough 


that its nose alone is uncovered: one a 
little older does not need face cover- 
ing, but a thick cap, loose fitting, will 
be enough for the head. 


The fact that during the winter, city 


children are kept so closely housed, as 
a rule, explains their pallor and debil- 
ity. It isn't tonics.half as much as 
fresh air that they need. Suppose it 
Is cloudy and cold. That Is not likely 
to hurt them half as much as too much 
steam heat. Be sure their feet are 
dry and warm,' then turn them out. 
Yo'u don;t find children living out of 
town pale now. To the contrary, they 
are rosy and strong looking, and they 
are playing out doors frequently, even 
when it rains.

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! WHERE MEN ARE TAUGHT RAILROADING 


Mighty School is Maintained by the Pennsylvania and plcke* Men !' 


from Colleges Study Transportation. 


There Is nothing for which the on- 


rushing flood of prosperity in 
the 


United States has created a greater 
demand than for trained railroad men. 
There Is no railroad school, no railroad 
college in this country, in the accepted 
sense. 
As the best possible substi- 


tute for such an institution there has 
grown up at Altoona, Pa., a. railroad 
university of vast proportions—the 
alma matre of railroad men all over 
the forty-five states of the union. 


There is no other place that offers a 


real parallel. 
From the time one 


reaches Altoona to the time he leaves 
—no matter how long that may be— 
he hears "the company" spoken of by 
the citizens without any qualifying ad- 
jective. Everybody knows what that 
means, so there's no use of wasting 
•words. 


The society of Altoona is railroad 


society, the Y. M. C. A. is a railroad 
T. M. C. A., the club is a railroad club. 
Among the men all serious talk Is of 
railroads. Their wives and daughters 
Imbide the interest—they are railroad 
women. If a visitor comes to town it 
Is taken for granted that he has some- 
thing to do -with the railroad, and the 
supposition .is usually correct. 


In the Pennsylvania offices, 
shops 


and yards at Altoona, steadily em- 
ployed, are 
15,000 men, enough to 


make a good sized army. On the basis 
of three persons to a family a conserv- 
ative estimate, that means 45,000 hu- 
man, beings looking to one source for 
their support. 


Classroom Is Large. 


As one tremendous classroom, here 


Is.the largest freight yard in the 
world.. It is seven miles from end to 
end and in that stretch are 221 milgs 
of track. In one month last year 
154,442 cars passed through the town. 
Dozens of trains laden with coal come 
In from the mountain district every 
day, the cars are separated and classi- 
fied and new-made trains roll 
east- 


ward. The total movement of freight 
cars through Altoona yards in one 
year was 2,004,603, the average move- 
ment per day is about 
6,000 cars. 


Ninety-nine freight trains have been 
known to come into Altoona from the 
^rest in a single day of twenty-four 
hours. 


The student here learns that to take 


care of this steady flow of traffic. In- 
creasing day, after day, week after 


week, a remarkable machinery of yard 
management and train manipulation 
has of necessity been developed. The 
intricacy of it leads to a dizziness in 
the head. A force of twenty-five yard- 
masters and assistant 
yardmasters 


has charge of the work, and under 
them are hundreds of clerks, car mark- 
ers, levermen, swjtchtenders, engine- 
men, conductors and brakemen. 


Another gigantic study hall is here 


In the greatest railroad shops in the 
world. From all over the 
Pennsyl- 


vania's system east of Pittsburg cars 
and locomotives by the thousand are 
sent to be repaired. 
On Oct. 1, for 


instance, 12.0C5 freight cars were re- 
paired in these shops. The machine 
shops have a floor area of 671,392 
square feet, or fifteen and one-haU 
acres, and in them are employed 5,100 
men. The carshops 
and shopyard 


cover 
about 
eighty acres and 
the 


Juniata shops, 
including yard and 


buildings, forty acres. In the east Al- 
toona engine house there are 180,779 
square feet of floor space and 729 men 
employed; 300 locomotives are handled 
there every day. The South .Altoona 
foundries have a floor area of 317,3.09 
square feet and the yard covers eigh- 
ty-four acres; the men employed there 
number 1,000. The total floor area, of 
all the shops is nearly fifty acres and 
the space is increasing every year. 


Many Youths Learn. 


With these extraordinary facilities 


at hand youths from all'over the coun- 
try gather there to learn. They learn 
railroading from the bottom up. "Silk 
stockings" find no place—it's either 
work or get out. It's dirty, grimy 
work, too, at the beginning, but when 
a.man is through with his apprentice- 
ship he has a good start. 


Special apprentices, as" they are 


called—usually 
college 
graduates— 


come to Altoona to take a course in 
the shops.- They must go through the 
blacksmith shop, the toolshop, the 
wheelshop, the tankshops. the boiler 
shops—all the different shops. They 
must learn how to keep-accounts in 
the shop clerks' office. Some time is 
spent in the drafting room and some 
in the laboratory (or testing room) 
Through it all the apprentices are 
carefully watched and 
directed. 
A 


record of every man's performance Is 
kept. 


Here, too. In the department of the 


principal assistant engineer are gath- 
ered from all parts of the system east

These 
youths, after completing their educa- 
tion at technical schools and colleges 
have entered the service of the com- 
pany either In the construction depart- 
ment or in the offices of division su- 
perintendents. 
As they show fitness 


for advancement they are sent to Al- 
toona. where a record is kept of their 
age, education and 
previous exper- 


ience. 


Conditions Made Agreeable. 


They become acquainted with the j 


general routine of maintenance of way 
work and with the Pennsylvania meth- 
ods of operating a railroad. From this 
'orce are appointed assistant super- 
visors. Then in order of seniority, 
other things being equal, they become 
supervisors, assistant engineers, super- 
intendents. 
With few, exceptions the 


superintendents on all the divisions 
ea*t of Pittsburg served their time In 
Altoona. 


As men start in the railroad service 


a* Altoona, so it is the great, ambition 
of large numbers of them to rise to po- 
sitions In the company which will call 
them back there. For here are located 
the headquarters of the 
general su- 


perintendent of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road division, the largest and most. 
mportant of all the grand divisions of 
the Pennsylvania lines east, of Pitts- 
burg and Erie. Here are gathered a 
number of the principal operating of- 
ficials of the road and with them their 
families. Recreation and social facil- 
ities had to be provided for both old 
and young. 
Altoona, at best, Is not 


a garden spot. In summer, particular- 
ly, it is very hot and disagreeable. 
Therefore, just as they would set about 
the building of a new roundhouse or 
carshops. In the same businesslike 
manner, the railroad officers attended 
to making conditions as agreeable as 
possible for the {men. 


Altoona Widely Known. 


They took hold of the Altoona Crick- 


et club, which had been in existence 
for many years, tnd turned It into a 
club for the officers of the maintenance 
of way, motive power and other de- 
partments and the special apprentices. 
If any club can boast of a. more beauti- 
ful situation and grounds it is fortu 
nate. The cricket club—it still retains 
Its old name—IE on the crest of a high 
hil that rises far above the valley in 
which run the railroad tracks. In ev- 
ery direction one looks down. 
Golf 


links, tennis courts, indoor games—all 
the appointments of a well-regulated 
country club are provided. 
' For the men employed by the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad company the Young 
Men's Christian association offers the 
advantages of the club. 
Books and 


papers are therein plenty, comfort- 
able sitting rooms and games. 
No- 


where has a branch of the Young 
Men's Christian association been more 
thoroughly developed 
and 
nowhere 


has one had greater opportunities to 
spread its benefits. Men go there in-' 
stead of to. saloons. Even as a strict 
business proposition the Cricket club 
and the Young Men's Christian asso- 
ciation would be 
profitable invest- 


ments for the company. They make 
better workers. 


Not only is the Pennsylvania indebt- 


ed to AHoona Jor thousands of its 
principal men but many other railroads 
have drawn operating 
officials 
from 


among those who have learned the 
art of transportation there. When the 
international railway congress met in 
this country last year one of its chief 
purposes was to visit Altoona—the 
greatest 
railroad 
town 
on earth. 


Wherever there are a pair of steel or 
Iron rails there Altoona Is known.

New York, one evening enrly this week and occupied a box r.s the guest 
of Miss Anna Morgan. Mrs! Cleveland's presence attracted much atten- 
tion. 


New York, Dec. 22.—"It will be a 


sorry day for the country and for all 
of us when our courts are not respect-, 
ed or we can riot respect them and our 
laws are not upheld. We must have 
law and order 
and. we must, have 


courts to enforce them. 
What else 


can I do but go to court when sum- 
moned?" 


John P. Rockefeller changed from 


his merriest golfing mood to profound 
seriousness as he made this answer 
last evening on a Jersey City ferry 
boat, standing out in front enjoying 
the sharp breeze," to 
the question: 


"Will you go to court whenever the 
governor desires you to go?" 


He said he did not know the status 


of any of tho pending prosecutions, 
either of Standard Oil or of himself, 
but his intent evidently was to face 
the music whenever Hie show begins. 


Hits Rival "Billionaire." 


As usual, Mr. Rockefeller asked to 


be excused from discussing business, 
but with unusual freedom he talked of 
the responsibilities of wealth, 
the 


prodigality of the American people 
and the majesty of the law, and for 
the first, time mentioned his new rival 
as an alleged "billionaire," Ihe head 
of the "lumber trust," Frederick Wey- 
erhaeuser.

lumberman who has been written' up 
as richer than Rockefeller?" 


This question amused the oil king 


much. 


"I think, as in other cases, his for- 


tune has been greatly overestimated," 
Mr, Rockefeller replied. 
"I do not 


know Mr. Weyerhaeuser 
personally, 


but my people have had. business deal- 
ings with him, once I believe, in a 
case where there was some difference, 
but everything was adjusted. He has 
always been spoken of as a man of 
high honor and integrity. 


"But if Mr. Weyerhaeuser gathered 


51,000,000,000 
worth o£ natural re- 


sdtirces of the country at a time when 
it was not 
known how vitaj they 


would be to the welfare of the whole 
people do you believe his fortune a 
menace?" 


Silent on Large Fortunes. 


"I am not prepared to discuss the 


ethics of large fortunes," Mr. Rocke- 
feller replied. "But, tbis much I can 
tell you: Great wealth is a great bur- 
den, a great responsibility. It invar- 
iably proves to be 
one of tbe two 


things—either 
great 
blessing or a 


great curse. We are only stewards." 


"Then that's just the job I've heen 


looking for for a long time—to 
hire 


out as a steward," suggested one of 
bis hearers. 
* 


The Standard Oil "steward" laughed 


so heartily at this that it must have 
passed as a joke. 


"But every man has to give an ac- 


counting 
of his stewardship," con- 


tinued Mr. Rockefeller seriously, "and 
those who possess great wealth should 
have to show that they are competent 
to use it properly—should pass an ex- 
amination and be judged perhaps by 
what they do with their money." 


Mr. Rockefeller's reference to 
the 


proper use of money was more signifi- 
cant taken in connection with his re- 
marks on the prodigality of the Amer- 
ican people.

warning of James J. 
Hill 
that the 


country is wasteful of its resources. 


"Will Pay for Extravagance."., 


"The American people arc prodigal 


and, our extravagance will have to be 


paid for by someone," be said. "We 
ship our gold abroad In our travels 
and most of those who go squander 
their money. We can not buy toys al- 
ways. 
Our present pp.ce is one that 


cannot be kept up." 


The Standard Oil millionaire laugh- 


ed merrily when asked if the state- 
ment accredited to Mr. Rogers, but re- 
pudiated by him, that Mr. Rockefel- 
ler's Income is $60,000,000 a year, was 
accurate. 


"Surely you don't believe the foolish 


stories about my wealth, do you?" he 
replied. 


He said that exaggerated accounts 


of some men's wealth did much to cre- 
ate discontent, but he would not dis- 
abuse the public mind 
further con- 


cerning the $60,000,000 a year. 


Wishes All "Merry Christmas." 


Before he went, away for his Christ- 


mas golfing Mr. Rockefeller was asked 
for a sentiment, for Christmas. 


The "steward" of millions did not 


comprehend what was desired. 
His 


experience with interviewers had been 
limited in the last, few months since 
he broke the silence of a lifeTinie. Ho 
looked surprised, hesitated, started to 
unglove one hand and said: 
"I wish 


you all a merry Christmas."

IN THE LAW SMS 


Indianapolis, Dec. 22.—Charles V. 


• .MeAdams, one of the members of the 


railroad commission, speaking for the 
commission today, charged that the 
Southern Indiana railroad was respon- 
sible for the Big Four-Southern Indiana 
coal embargo and imbroglio at terre 
Haute. This statement of Commis- 
sioner McAdams came 'after the com- 
mission had received 
definite 
word 


from the officials of the Southern In- 
diana that they would take no sleps to 
relieve the 
Terre 
Haute 
situation. 


And at the same" time Mr.'McAdams 
said that the present situation showed 
the Southern Indiana railroad to be 
more powerful than the state. 


"The members of the railroad com- 


mission wish the responsibility Tor the 
outrageous situation at Terre Haute 
placed where it belongs," said Mr. Mc- 
Adams today. 
"The 
responsibility 


rests on the officials of the Southern 
Indiana Railroad company and no one 
else; theirs is the blame for the coal 
shortage in northern Indiana; theirs 
Is the responsibility for broken con- 
tracts on the part of coal dealers; 
theirs is the responsibility for what- 
ever Industrial depression and finan- 


cial loss may result from their failure 
to deliver coal to the many Big Four 
points. 
Let there be no doubt as 10 


who are the responsible parties." 


Continuing, Commissioner McAdams 


spoke of the inability of the railroad 
commission under the existing laws, 
to correct this situation. 
"The com- 


mission," he snld, "has exhausted ev- 
ery means In Its power to bring the 
Southern Indiana to a reasonable posi- 
tion. Attorney General Miller and his 
office force have within recent days 
put aside the other business that was 
pressing in that office and tried to help 
the commission Hnd a way to compel 
the Southern to bo fair and honest. 
Every means that, we know of has been 
exhausted. It. only remains for us to 
admit, that, under the present laws the 
railroad commission and the legal de- 
partment of the state can do nothing 
to protect the Industrial interests of 
tho people of the state in such a. crisis;, 
it only remains for us to admit frank- 
ly that under existing laws the South- 
ern Indiana railroad, a private corpor- 
ation, is more powerful than the state 
of Indiana In Its full strength. Such 3 
situation is intolerable."

shout of the miners above him as the 
cage stuck. 
As he looked 
up 
the 


cage dropped and he barely had time 
to spring to the side when the crash 
came and debris was piled about him. 
His leg was broken and he was badly 
bruised. 


At. the bottom of the cage shaft Is 


another hole called a sump and a por- 
tion of the debris plunged on down In- 
to the sump, carrying five of tho min- 
ers with it. The sixfh, August Foppey, 
jumped as the crash came and waa 
cut squarely In two. 
His body was 


taken out during the morning and so 
far was the only body recovered by 
the gang of more than a hundred res- 
cuers. 


The debris was so tightly wedged 


into the mouth of the sump that It will 
likely be some hours before it can be 
removed. 
No sounds or cries have 


been heard coming-from under the 
debris and it is believed that the five 
miners were Instantly killed and prob- 
ably badly crushed.

i have been built, the average height of 
j which is twelve feet, all the way from 
I New Orleans "!tp;tialro/ni.i a distance 


of 1,200 miles, on. both sides of the 
river. .This system is now almost per- 
fect and for the past seven years has 
protected .the. alluvial basin, so that 
:duriug that time there has not been a 
single flood of any. great size. 


1 Increase of Land ^Values. 


As a result of this freedom from 


j overflow the land in the alluvial basin 


" has increased wonderfully in value. 
Before the system of.levees was com- 
pleted land in the vicinity of the river 
could be'purchased at .twenty cents an 
acre. Now that same land Is held at 
?2Q an acre. 
The condition of the 


country is also infinitely better than it 
ever was when the overflows could be 
expected in times of high water. 
A 


feeling of stability has infused itself 
into the business affairs of the coun- 
try and factories and towns are spring- 
ing up on every hand.

that Mr. RIblet's condition offered lit- 
tle If any prospect for his recovery. 
yet through his long illness the pa: 


tient's courage never faltered: he bat- 
tled bravely against

undaunted hope and cheerfulness and 
came down to life's close with serene 
resignation. Mr. Riblet's death was due 
to cancer of the bowels. He was taken 
seriously ill in July last while prepar- 
ing to remove to his summer home at 
Lake Wawaseo to spend Ins vacation.

It seems that nearly every man. n 


matter what his occupation, has a 
idea of sometime settling down 
spend the remainder of his days o 
a farm. 
In many cases there Is 


vague iiiea that all there Is to do 
to go nut somewhere In easy reac 
of a city, locate 40 or 100 acres, pa 
for it, move out and live in pea 
and ease. 


An old sea captain once told me o 


his hopes to own a farm "in a fe 
years," as we walked through a gran 
park together. 


Fifty acres was enough for him 


and he would have horses, cattl 
sheep, swine, chickens, turkeys, duck 
gee;;e, guineas, peafoul. and even 
goal or two "to eat what other thing 
won't eat." 


He knew that there were cows tha 


would furnish 
the 
cream 
for 40 


pounds of butter per year, and h 
also knew that "baby beef" of twelv 
months often weighed 1.000 pound 
and sold for §70.00; so he would keej 
four such cows and sell butter am 
"baby beef." 


He knew that some hens had lal. 


200 eggs a year, and that being the 
case, his flock of 100 hens woul( 
bring him a fine income, with egg;, 
to special customers at 30 cents 
dozen. 


I showed him a bit of home-grown 


tobacco, and ho asked me to send 
him ten pounds of It at 25 cents per 
pound, saying that when ho got his 
farm, he would raise an acre or two 
each year, selling the crop to his 
friends. 


Some years ago an actor of natlona] 


repute consulted me upon the propo- 
sition of his retiring from the Gtago, 
buying a small farm and going into 
high-class poultry raising. Of course 
I advised against it, but to such little 
effect that four years later he wrote 
me that he had sunk $10,000 In an 
ideal poultry farm. 


In a largo majority of such Cases 


as -these, the average fanner would 
come as near succeeding as an actor, 
a sea captain, or the like, as the actor 
or aea captain would on a farm. 


The, most pitiful sight to see, is an 


old man and wife, used to all the city 
comforts and conveniences, stranded 
on a farm, all their money gone. In 
debt and not able to work. 


That which Is good enough for the 


plain, practical farmer, who is mak- 
ing 10 to 25 per cent per annum upon 
his investment in farm lands, docs 
not 'suit the city farmer who has 
corns into the country to establish and 
maintain an Idea! farm, and his teams, 
Implements and all farm equipments 
are bought without the knowledge 
that half are useless and the other 
half cost him double price.

Some Natural lj;nvs That AH Horse- 


men Ought To Know. 


(Dr. T. c. Currier, Minnesota.) 


Every horseman of experience and 


observation knows that whenever a 
horse gets his front foot over an 
obstruction of any kind and feels the 
pressure on the foot or leg—even if 
It is only six inches above ground—he 
goes backward until he frees himself 
even if he could step over the obstruc- 
tion by a forward movement, and 
vhen the hind foot is fast, he goes 
:orward 


It is also well known that wheh 


the halter is put upon the colt's head 
tor the first time and the "breaker" 
begins to pull on Hie halter, that the 
colt will invariably go backward to 
got out of the difficulty; yet how 
many colt handlers ever stopped to 
consider for one moment why the colt 
goes in that direction in preference 
to any other? 
And still everybody 


knows this to be a fact 
Every colt 


"breaker" realizes in the beginning 
that it is a question of man power jit 
ono end of the halter and horse power 
at the other. If there is more horse 
power than human strength, too often 
a confirmed halter puller follows. If 
the halter is broken in the struggle, a 
like result is quite evident. 


To still further illustrate this great 


natural law, just take up the front 
foot of a horse and carry it forwards. 
Now carry the foot back under the 
body hack of its center and a forward 
movement is the result. 
Then take 


up the hind foot and carry it back- 
vards and the horse moves forward 
'or relief; but carry it under the^body 
Forwards of the center and the horse 
igain attempts a backward motion to 
get away from its effect. 


Whenever a horse is seen to try 


he passage oC a narrow doorway, 
gale, or between two posts, which 
makes pressure on both his sides, if 
le gets more than half way through, 
t is next to Impossible to back him 
ui. 
He seems determined to go on 


hrough, even if his hips are broken 
lown in the attempt. 


As illustration of leading the dog

Glanders is a disease that affec* 


the lymphatic glands of the respirator 
ssytem and internal organs and of th 
skin. 
When the disease affects th 


glands under the skin it is frequentl 
known as farcy. The disease may b 
acute or chronic, that is, run a cours 
from a few weeks to several years. 


T1-- disease presents a variety o 


symptoms depending upon the par 
involved and the severity of the at 
tack. 
If acute and 
Involving 
th 


nasal and other respiratory passages 
there is profuse nasal discharge, wit: 
early development of ulcers upon th 
nasal membranes, usually beginning 
above and extending downward. On 
side is likely to be involved mon 
than the other. Hemorrhage from th< 
nose is not unusual. The glands be 
tween the angles of the jaw become 
enlarged. 
The lungs may show in 


volyement by more labored breathing 
shortness of breath and cough; the 
body shows a rise of temperature 
loss of flesh and exhaustion. In thi 
chronic form, there is usually ligh. 
discharge from the nostril which maj 
be increased at times. The itlceration 
at first is usually too far up to be 
readily seen, and when the ulcers are 
visible they appear to heal and then 
break down again. 
The glands be- 


tween the jaws are nearly always 
somewhat enlarged and harder than 
normal. 
The lung involvement may 


be so gradual -as to present no marked 
symptoms, or to give the effect of lack 
of thrift and an occasional cough. 


In farcy, the glands underneath the 


skin become involved, enlarge, and 
break down with the formation of an 
open ulcer. 
In the acute cases, the 


.'hole series of lymphatic glands of 


one or more legs or on almost the 
entire body may become involved and 
break down, giving a most disgusting 
appearance. The animal has a tem- 
perature and'rapidly becomes emaci-

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SENDS CONGRESS 


A WARM MESSAGE 


President insists That He Did Righ 


and Says He Has Stood for 


Square Deal for Negro. 


FEELING 


. "Washington, 
Dee: 19.—President 


_Ro/>sevelt today transmitted to con- 


gress Ma fifth special message of the 
present weefc. 


Today's communication was in re- 


sponse to resolutions passed in the 
senate early in the session calling on 
the president for information respect- 
ing the discharge of three companies 
of colored troops of the Twenty-fifth 
\jnlted States Infantry for participa- 
tion In the riots at Brownsville, Tex., 
last summer. 


In his message the president strong- 


ly defends his action and accompanies 
his message with a vast volume of tes- 
timony taken In the investigation of 
the Brownsville affair and the reports 
of the officers. 


There was also transmitted with the 


message a report on the legal aspects 
of the case by Secretary of War Taft, 
. In which It la maintained that the 


president In no way exceeded hie au- 
thority in the discharge of the troops 
01 the Twenty-fifth infantry.

.-•'..;io the Senate: 


In response to senate resolution 


- of December 6 addressed to me, and 
to the Ivfo senate resolutions ad- 
dressed to him, the secretary of war 
has, by my direction, submitted to 
me a report which I herewith, send 
to the senate, together with several 
documents, 
Including 
a letter of 


General Nettleton and memoranda 
aa to precedents for the summary 
discharge or mustering out of regi- 
ments or companies, some or all o! 
the members of which 
had been 


guilty of misconduct. 


I ordered the discharge of nearly 


all tbe members of companies B, C 
and p of the Twenty-fifth Infantry 
by name, in the exercise of my con- 
stitutional -power arid in pursuance 
of what, after full consideration, I 
found to he my constitutional duty 
as commander in chief of ihe "United 


t States army, I am gla^tb avail my- 
* self of the opportunity- afforded by 


these resolutions to lay before the 


Ik, congress the following facts as to 


the murderous conduct of certain 
members of the companies in Ques- 
tion, and as to the conspiracy by 
which many of the other members 
of these companies saved the crimi- 
nals from justice, to the disgrace of 
the United States uniform, 
gnores Sectional Lines. 


I call your attention to the ac- 


companying reports of Major Augus- 
tus P. Blocfcsom, of Lieut. Col. Leon- 
ard A. Lovering and of Brig, Gen. 
Ernest A. Garlington,. the inspector- 
general of tbe United States army, 
of their investigation, into the con- 
duct of the troops in question. An 
effort has been made to discredit 
tbe* fairness of the investigation in- 
to7 the conduct 
of .these 
colored 


troops by pointing out that General 
Garliugton Is a southerner. Precise- 
ly the same action would have been 
taken had the troops been white— 


V indeed, tho discharge would pfoba- 


biy have been made In more sum- 
mary-, fashion. 
General Garlington 


Is a nutive of South Carolina; Lieu- 
tenant yColonel Lovering is a native 
of New Hampshire; Major Block- 
som is a native of Ohio. As it hap- 
pens, the disclosure of the guilt of 
tbe troops was made in the riport 
of the officer who comes from Ohio, 
and the efforts o£ the officer who 
comes from South Carolina were 
confined to the.endeavor to shield 
the innocent men of the companies 
in question, if any such there were, 
by 
securing 
Information 
which 


would enable us adequately to pun- 
ish the guilty. But I wish it distinct- 
ly understood that the fact of the 
birthplace of either officer is one 
wuich I absolutely refuse to consid- 
er. 
The standard of professional 


honoi and of loyalty to the flag and 
the service is the same for all offi- 
cers, and all 
enlisted men of the 


United States army, and I resent 
with the keenest indignation any ef- j 
fort to draw any line among them 
based upon birthplace, creed or any 
other consideration of the kind. I 
should put the same entire faith in 
these reports if It bad happened that, 
they were all made by men coming 
from one state, whether in the south 
or the north, the east or the -west, 
as I now do, when, as it happens, 
they were made by officers born In 
different states, 
fetablishod Essential Facts. 


Major Blocksom*s report Is most 


careful, Is based upon the testimony 
of 
scores 
of 
eyewitnesses—testi- 


mony which conflicted only in non- 
essentials and which established the 
essential facts 
beyond chance of 


successful contradiction. 
Not only 


has no successful effort been made 
to traverse his findings in any es- 
sential particular, but, as a matter 
oJ fact, every trustworthy report 
from outsiders amply corroborates 
them, by far the best of these out- 
side reports being that of Gen. A. B. 
Nettleton, mado In a letter lo the 


secretary of war, which I berewit 
append; General Nettleton being a 
ex-Union 
soldier, 
a 
consisten 


friend of the colored man through 
out his life, a lifelong republican, 
citizen of Illinois and assistant sec 
retary of the treasury under Pres: 
dent Harrison. 


It appears that In Brownsville, th 


city Immediately beside which For 
Brown is situated, there had been 
considerable 
feeling 
between th 


citizens and the colored troops o 
the garrison companies. 
Dlfflcultle 


had occurred, there being a confllc 
of evidence as to whether the clt: 
zens or the colored troops were t< 
blame. My impression Is that, as ; 
matter of fact, In these dlfflcultie: 
there was blame attached to hot! 
sides; but this Is a wholly uuimporl 
ant matter for our present -purpose 
as nothing that occurred offered in 
any shape or way an excuse or just! 
flcation for the atrocious conduct o 
the troops Thee, in lawless and 
murderous spirit and under cover o 
the night, they made their attacl 
upon the citizens. 


Tells of the Attack. 


The attack was made near mid 


night on August 13. The following 
facts as to this attack are made 
clear by Major Blocksom's invest! 
gatlon and have not been, and, in 
my judgment, caft not be, success 
fully controverted. From 9 to 15 or 
20 of the colored soldiers took par 
In the attack. They leaped over the 
walls from the barracks and hurried 
through the town. 
They shot a 


whomever they saw moving, and 
they snot Into houses where the; 
saw lights. In some of these houses 
there were women and children, as 
the would-be murderers must have 
known. In one 
house 
in which 


there were two women and five chll 
dren some ten shots went through 
at a height of about 4% feet above 
the floor, one putting put the lamp 
upon the table. The lieutenant o, 
police of the town heard the firing 
and rode toward it. He met the 
raiders, who, as he stated, were 
about 15 colored soldiers. They in 
stantly started firing upon him. He 
turned and rode off, and they con 
tinued firing upon him until the; 
had killed his horse. They shot him 
in the right arm (it was afterwards 
amputated 
above the elbow). A 


number of shots were also fired at 
two policemen. The 
raiders fired 


several times into a hotel, some of 
the shots being aimed at a guest 
' sitting by a window. They shot In 


to a saloon, killing the bartender 
and wounding another man. 


At the same time other raiders 


fired into another house in which 
women and children were (Sleeping 


. two of the shots going through the 


mosquito bar over the bed in which 
the mistress of the house and her 
two children^ were lying. 
Several 


other houses were struck by bul 
lets. 
It was at night, and the 


streets of the town ara poorly light- 
ed, BO that none of the Individual 
raiders were recognized; but the 
evidence of many witnesses of al! 
classes was conclusive to the effect 
that the raiders were negro soldiers. 
The shattered bullets, shells and 
chips of the 
government . rifles, 


which were found on the ground, are 
merely corroborative. 
So are the 


bullet holes in the houses; some of 
which It appears must, from the di- 
rection, have been flred from til 
fort just at the moment when th' 
soldiers left it. Not a bullet hole 
appears in any of tbe structures of 
tho fort. 
' 


Soldiers Were Aggressors. 


The townspeople were completely 


surprised by the unprovoked and 
murderous savagery -of the attack. 
The soldiers were the aggressors 
from start to finish. They met with 
no substantial resistance, and one 
and all who took part in that raid 
stand as deliberate murderers, who 
did murder one man, who tried to 
murder others, and who tried to 
murder women and children. The 
act was one of horrible atrocity, and 
so far as I am aware, unparalleled 
for infamy in 
the 
annals of the 


United States army. 


Tho white 
officers 
of the com- 


panies wero completely taken by 
surprise; and at first evidently be- 
lieved that the firing meant that the 
townspeople were attacking the sol- 
diers. It was not until 2 or 3 o'clock 
in the morning tnat any of them be- 
came aware of the truth. 
I have 


directed a careful investigation into 
the conduct of the officers, to see If 
any of them were blameworthy, and 
I have approved the recommenda- 
tion of the war department that two 
be brought before a court martial. 


As to the noncommlsslqnert offi- 


cers and enlisted men, there can be 
no doubt, whatever that many were 
necessarily privy, after J£ not before 
the attack, to the conduct of those 
who took actual part In this murder- 
ous riot. I refer to Major Block- 
som's report for proof of the fact 
that certainly some and probably all 
of the noncommissioned officers In 
charge of quarters 
who were re- 


sponsible for,the gun-racks nnd had 
Iteys thereto in their personal \ros- 


session knew what men were en 
gaged in the attack. 


Major Penrose, in command of th 


post, In his letter (Included in th 
appendix) gfves the reasons why h 
was reluctantly convinced that som 
of the men under him—as he think 
from 7 to 10—got their rlfies, alippe 
out of quarters to do the shootini 
and returned to the barracks with 
out being discovered, the shootin 
all occurring within two and a ha 
short blocks of the barracks. It wa 
possible for the raiders to go from 
the fort to the farthest point of fl 
ing and return in less than tea mln 
utes, for tbe distance did not ex 
coed 350 yards. 


Children Barely Escaped, 


Such are the facts of this cast 


General Nettleton, in bis letter here- 
with appended, states that next doo 
to where he is writing in Browns 
villa is a small cottage where 
children's party had just broken u 
before tho house was riddled b 
United States bullets, flred by Unl 
ed States troops, from United State 
Springfield rifles,

cumstances was astonishing.

and windows of a hotel occupied a 
the time by sleeping or frightene 
gueste from abroad who could no 
possibly have given any offense t 
the assailants. He writes that th' 
chief of the Brownsville police 1 
again on duty from hospital, an 
carries aa empty sleeve because h 
was shot by federal soldiers from 
the adjacent garrison in the coun 
of their murderous foray; and no 
far away is the fresh grave of an 
unoffending citizen of the place, 
boy In .years, who was wantonly sho 
down by these United States sol 
diers while unarmed and attempting 
to escape. 


The effort to confute this testi 


mony so far has consisted'in the aa 
sertion or implication 
that 
the 


townspeople shot one another in or- 
der to discredit the soldiers—an ab 
surdity too gross to need discussion 
and unsupported by a shred of evj 
dence. There is no question as ti 
the murder and the attempted mur 
ders; there Is no question that some 
of the soldiers were guilty thereof 
there is no question that many o 
their comrades 
privy to the dee( 


have' combined to shelter the crlm 
fnals from justice. These comrades 
of the murderers, by their own ac 
tlon, 
have rendered 
it necessar; 


either to leave all the men, Includ 
ing the murderers, in the army, 01 
to turn' them all out; and unrlei 
auch circumstances 
there was no 


alternative, 
for the usefulness 


the army would be at an end were 
we to permit/such an outrage to be 
committed with impunity. 


Cold-Blooded and Cowardly. 


In short, the evidence proves con 


clusively that a number of the sol 
diers engaged in a deliberate and 
concerted attack, aa cold blooded as 
. it was cowardly; the purpose being to 


terrorize the community and to kll 
or injure men, women and children 
in their homes and beds or on the 
streets, and this at an hour of the 
night when concerted or effective re 
sistance or defense was out of the 
question, and when detection by 
Identification of the criminals in the 
United States 
uniform was well 


night impossible. 


Conspiracy No Less Black. 


So much for the original crime 


A blacker never stained the annals 
of our army. 
It has been supple- 


mented by another, only less black 
in the shape of a successful 
con- 


spiracy of silence for the purpose of 
shielding those who took part in the 
original conspiracy of murder. These 
soldiers were not school boys on a 
frolic. 
They were full-grown men 


in the uniform of the United States 
army, armed with deadly weapons 
sworn to uphold the laws of the 
United States, and under every ob- 
ligation of oath and honor not mere- 
ly to refrain from criminality, but 
with the sturdiest rigor 
to 
hunt 


down criminality; and . the 
crime 


they committed or connived at was 
murder. They perverted the power 
put into their hands to sustain the 
law into the most deadly violation 
of the law. The non-commlsaloued 
officers are 
primarily 
responsible 


for the discipline and good conduct 
of the men; they are appointed to 
their positions for the very purpose 
of preserving this 
discipline 
and 


good conduct, and of detecting and 
securing the punishment of every 
enlisted man who 
does 
what 
Is 


wrong. They fill, with reference to 
discipline, a part that the commis- 
sioned officers are of course unable 
to fill, although the 
ultimate re- 


sponsibility for the 
discipline 
< 


never be shifted from the shoulders 
of the latter. 
Under any ordinary 


circumstances the first duty of the 
non-commissioned officers, as of tbe 
commissioned officers, is to train tho 
private in the ranks so that he may 
be an efficient fighting man against 
a foreign foe. But there is an even 
higher duty, so obvious that it Is not 
under ordinary circumstances nec- 
essary so much as to allude to it— 
the duty of training tbe soldier so 
that he shall he a protection and 
not a menace to his peaceful fellow- 
citizens, and above all to the women 
and children of the nation. Unless 
this duty is well 
performed, the 


army becomes a mere 
dangerous 


mob; 
and if conduct such as that of 


the murderers In question Is not, 
where possible, punished, and, where 
this is not 
possible, unless 
tho 


chance of its repetition is guarded 
against In the most thoroughgoing 
fashion, it would bo better that the 
entire army should 
be disbanded. 


H Is vital for the army to be Imbued 
with the spirit which 
will make 


every man in It, and above all, the 


officers and non-commissioned offi- 
cers, feel it & matter of highest obli- 
gation to discover and punish, and 
not to shield, the criminal in unl 
form. 


Violate Oath; Protect Assassins. 


Yet some of the non-commissioned 


officers and many of the men o( 
the three companies In question have 
banded together in a conspiracy to 
protect the assassins and would-be 
assassins who have disgraced their 
uniform by the conduct above relat- 
ed. Many of these non-commission- 
ed officers and 
men 
must 
have 


known, and all of them may have 
known, circumstances which would 
have led to the conviction of those 
engaged in the murderous assault. 
They have stolidly and as one man 
broken their oaths of enlistment and 
refused to help discover the crimi- 
nals. 


By my direction every effort was 


made to persuade those innocent of 
murder among them 
to separate 


themselves from the guilty by help- 
ing bring the criminals to justice. 
They were warned that if they did 
not take advantage of the offer they 
would all be discharged from tho 
service and forbidden again to enter 
the employ of the government. They 
refused to profit by the warning. I 
accordingly had them discharged. 
If any organization of troops in the 
service, white or black, Is guilty 'of 
similar conduct in the future I shall 
follow precisely the same 
course. 


Under no circumstances will I con- 
sent to keep in the service bodies of 
men whom the circumstances show 
to be a menace to the country. Inci- 
dentally I may add that the soldiers 
of longest service and highest posi- 
tion who suffered because of the or- 
der, BO far from being those who 
deserve most 
sympathy, deserve 


least, for they are the very men 
upon whom we should be able espe- 
cially to rely to prevent mutiny and 
murder. 


Punishment Inadequate. 


People have spoken as If this dis- 


charge from the service was a pun? 
ishment. I deny emphatically that 
such is the case, because as punish- 
ment It Is utterly inadequate. The 
punishment meet for mutineers and 
murderers such as those guilty of 
the Brownsville assault Is death; and 
a punishment only less severe ought 
to be meted out to those who have 
aided and abetted mutiny and mur- 
der and treason by refusing to help 
In their detection. 
I would that It 


were possible for me-to have pun- 
ished the guilty men. I regret most 
keenly that I have not been able to 
do so. 


Be it remembered 
always that 


these men were all In the service of 
the United States under contracts of 
enlistment, which by tbeir 
terms 


and by statute were terminable by 
my direction as commander-in-chief 
of the army. It was my clear duty to 
terminate those contracts when the 
public interest demanded it; and it 
would have been a betrayal of the 
public interest on my part not to 
terminate the contracts which wero 
keeping in the service of the United 
States a body of mutineers and mur- 
derers. 


Any assertion that these men were 


dealt with harshly 
because 
they 


were colored men is utterly without 
foundation. 
Officers 
or 
enlisted 


men, white men or . colored men, 
who were guilty of such conduct, 
would have been treated in precise- 
ly the same way; for there can be 
nothing more important than for the 
United States army, In all its mem- 
bership, to understand tbat its arma 
can not be turned with 
impunity 


against the peace and order of the 
civil community. 
'Inds Many Precedents. 


There are plenty of precedents for ; 


the action taken. I call your atten-: 
tiou to the memoranda herewith sub-1 
mitted from the military secretary's I 
office of tbe war department, and a 
memorandum 
from 
the 
military 


secretary enclosing a piece by ex- 
Corporal Hesse, now chief of divis- 
ion in the military secretary's office, 
together with a letter from District 
Attorney James Wilkinson, of New 
Orleans. 
The district 
attorney's 


letter recites several cases in which 
white United States soldiers, being 
arrested for crime, were tried, and 
every soldier and employe of the 
regiment, or in the fort at which 
the soldier was 
stationed, 
volun- 


teered all they knew, both before 
and at the trial, so as to secure jus- 
tice.

quitted. In another case the soldier 
was convicted of murder, the con- 
viction resulting from the fact that 
every soldier, from the commanding 
officer to the humblest private, unit- 
ed in securing all the evidence in 
their power about the 
crime.

other cases, for less offense, soldiers 
were convicted purely because their 
comrades in arms, in a spirit of flue 
loyalty to the honor of the service, 
at once told the whole story of the 
troubles and declined 
to 
identify 


themselves with the criminals. 


:ites Cases in Civil War. 


During the civil war numerous 


precedents for the action taken by 
me occurred in the shape of 
the 


summary discharge of regiments or 
companies because of misconduct on 
the part of some or all of their mem- 
bers. The Sixtieth Ohio was sum- 
marily discharged, on the 
ground 


that, the regiment was dlsorganied, 
mutinous, and worthless. The Elev- 
enth New York was discharged by 
reason of general demoralization and 
numerous desertions. 
Three com- 


panies of the Fifth Missouri cavalry 
nnd one company of the Fourth Mis- 
souri cavalry were mustered out of 
tbe service of the 
United States 


without trial by 
court-martial by 


reason of mutinous conduct and dis- 
affection of the majority of the mem- 
bers of these companies (nn almost 
exact parollel to my action). An- 
othor Missouri regiment was 
mus- 


tered out of service because it was 
on a state bordering close on mutiny. 


Other examples, including New Je 
soy, Maryland, and other organ!: 
tlons, are given 
In the Inclose 


papers. 


I call your particular attention t 


the special field order of Brig. Gen 
U. 8. Grant, issued from the heai 
quarters of the Thirtieth army corp 
on November 1C, 1S62, in referenc 
to the Twentieth Illinois. Member 
of this regiment had broken into 
store and taken goods to the valu 
of some $1,240, and the rest of th 
regiment, Including especially t 
officers, failed, in the words of Gen 
eral Grant, to "exercise their autho 
ity to ferret out the men guilty o 
the offenses." General Grant 
a* 


cordlngiy mustered out of the servic 
of the United States the two officer 
In question, and assessed the sun 
of $1,240 against the said regimen 
as a whole, officers and men to b 
assessed pro rata on their pay. I 
its essence this action Is prcclsel 
similar to that I have taken; 
though the offense was of cours 
trivial compared to the offense wit! 
which I had to deal. 


Ex-Corporal Hesse 
recites

occurred In a United States regula 
regiment in the spring of 1SCO. (Cor 
poral Hesse subsequently, when th 
regiment was surrendered to 
th 


confederates by General Twiggs 
saved tho regimental colors by wraj 
ping them about his body, under hi 
clothing, and brought them north i 
safety, receiving a medal of hono 
for his action.) It appears that cer 
tain members 
of 
the 
regimen 


lynched a bar-keeper who had kllle< 
one of the soldiers. 
Being unabl 


to discover the culprits. Col. Rober 
E. Lee, then in command of the di 
partment of Texas, ordered the com 
pany to be disbanded and the mem 
bars tranferred to other companie 
at the end of their enlistment, with 
out honor. 
Owing to the outbveal 


of the civil war, and the conseqnen 
loss of records and confusion, it i 
not possible to say what finally be 
came oE this case. 


General Lee's Action. 


When General Lee was in com 


mand of the army of northern Vir 
ginia. as will appear from the in 
closed clipping from the Charlott 
Observer, he issued an order in Oc 
tober, 1S64, disbanding a certain 
battalion for cowardly conduct, stat 
ing at the time bis regret that there 
were some officers and men belong 
ing to the organization who, althougl 
not deserving it, were obliged i 
share in the common disgrace be 
cause the good of the service de 
manded it. 


In addition to the discharges of or 


ganizations, which are 
of 
com-: 


infrequent, there are continual cases 
of the discharge of individual en 
listed men without honor and with 
out. trial by court-martial. The of 
flcial records shows tha during tin 
fiscal year ending June 30, last, sucl 
discharges were issued by the war 
department without trial by court 
martial In the cases of 352 enlisted 
men of the regular army, 35 of then 
being on account of "having become 
disqualified 
for 
service througl 


own misconduct." Moreover, in ad 
dition to the discharges without hou 
or ordered by the war department 
there were a considerable number 
of discharges without honor issuec 
by subordinate military authorities 
under paragraph 148 of the army 
regulations, "where the service has 
not been bonest anci faithful—that 
is, where the service does not war 
rant re-enlistment." 


rrom Race Issue Standpoint. 


So much for the military side of 


the case. But T wish to say some' 
thing additional, from 
the 
stand' 


point of the race question. 
Tn my 


message at the opening of the con- 
gress I discussed the 
matter of 


lynching. In it I gave utterance to 
the abhorrence which all 
decent 


citizens should feel for the deeds of 
the men (in almost all cases white 
men) 
who take part- in lynchings, 


and at the same time I condemned, 
as all decent men of 
any 
coloi 


should condemn, the action of those 
colored men who actively or pas- 
sively shield the colored criminal 
from the law. In ihe case of these 
companies we had to deal with men 
who in the first place were guilty of 
what was practically the worst pos- 
sible form of lynching—Cor a lynch- 
ing is in its essence lawless and mur- 
derous 
vengeance 
taken by 


armed 
mob for real or 
fancied 


wrongs—and who in the 
second 


place covered up the crime of lynch- 
ing by standing with a vicious solid- 
arity to protect the criminals. 


Judge Man by Conduct; Not Color. 


It is of the utmost importance to 


all our people that we shall deal 


• with each man on his merits as a 


man, 
and not deal with him merely 


as a member of a given vace; that 
we shall judge eacb man by his con- 
duct, and not his color. This is im- 
portant for the white man, and it is 
far more Important for the colored 
man. 
More evil and sinister counsel 


never was given to any people than 
that given to colored men by those 
advisers, whether black or white, 
who, 
by apology and condonation, 


encourage conduct such as that of 
the three companies in question. If 
the colored men elect to stand by 
criminals of their own race because 
they are of their own race, they as- 
suredly lay up for themselves the 
most dreadful 
day 
of reckoning. 


Every farslghted friend of the col- 
ored race In its efforts to strive on- 
ward and upward, should teach first, 
as the most important, lesson, alike 
to the white man and the black, the 
duty of treating the individual man 
strictly on his worth as he shows It. 
Any conduct 
by 
colored 
people 


which tends to substitute for this 
rule the rule of standing by. and 
shielding an evil doer because he is 
a member of their race, means the 
inevitable 
degradation of the col- 


ored race. 
It may and «probably 


does mean 
damage 
to the white 


race, but it means ruin to the black 
race, 
'rinciple of the Square Deal. 


Throughout my term of service In 


the presidency I have acted on the 
principle thus advocated. 
In the 


north 
as in the south 
1 have ap- 


pointed colored men of high char- 
acter to office, utterly disregarding 
the protests of those 
who would 


have kept them out of office because 
they were colored men. So far as 
was In my power, I have sought to 
secure 
for the colored people all 


their rights under the law. I have 
done all I could 
to 
secure them 


equal school training when young, 
equal opportunity to earn their live- 
lihood, and achieve their happiness 
when old. I have striven to break 
up peonage; 
I 
have 
upheld ihe 


hands of those 
who, like Judge 


Jones and Judge Speer, have warred 
against 
this 
peonage, 
because I 


would hold myself unfit to be presi- 
dent If 1 did not feel ihe same re- 
volt at wrong done a colored man 
as I feel at wrong done u white man. 
I have 
condemned in 
unstinted 


terms the crin'& of lynching perpe-. 
trated by white men, and I should 
take instant advantage of any oppor- 
tunity whereby I could bring to jus- 
tice a mob of lynchers. In precisely j 
tho same spirit i have now acted 
with reference to these colored men 
who have been guilty 
of a black 


and dastardly crime. In one policy, 
as in the other, I do not claim ns a 
favor, but I challenge as a right, the 
support of every 
citizen 
of this 


country, whatever Ills color, provid- 
ed only he has in him the spirit, of 
genuine and far-sighted patriotism.

Discusses the Law. 


In reporting to the president on the 


several senate resolutions of Inquiry. 
Secretary Taft enters into an exhaus- 
tive discussion of the law and the evi- 
dence in the case. He quotes the 
authority for the president's 
action 


and with regard to the new evidence 
presented says he has examined it 
with care and that he does not find 
anything contained in it which should 
!end to a different conclusion of fact 
from that already stated in his annual 
report. "The affidavits," says be, "con- 
tain in substance the same denials of 
complicity or knowledge by the enlist- 
ed men that were made to the inspect- 
ng officers, together with evidence in- 
tended to show that (here was an op- 
portunity for persons not in the bat- 
talion to disguise themselves in the 
cast off uniforms of the enlisted men 
and to secure empty cartridge shells 
and throw them on the streets of the 
town." The suggestion, he declares, 
s so grotesque in its improbability 
and absurdity as hardly to call for dis- 
cussion or comment. 


After stating.that it.is not the prac- 


:lce of the- inspector general, in mak-

Georgia, lost his chance for re- 
election by his action In beating off 
a mob of several hundred white peo- 
ple who were trying to take a negro 
out of jail and put him 
to death. 


Sheriff Merrill nnd his deputies fired 
on the mob, killing and wounding 
several men and beating others off. 
Because of this he was defeated for 
re-election. 
Congressman 
Adam- 


son brought the-matter to my atten- 
tion saying that he hated to see a 
man who had done such a service 
as a public official defeated because 
of the very fact that he had rendered 
the service. He told me that Gov- 
ernor Terrell had offered Merrill a 
place, the best he had to give, which 
carried a salary of fifty dollars per 
month. 1 told the congressman I 
thought I could beat that and got 
him a place at $1,200 a year as cus- 
todian of the grounds at tbe federal 
prison at Atlanta. I hear he has 
done well. If he has done well can't 
we give him a promotion?

Indianapolis, Dec. 1?.—The report 01 


the state educational commission, ap- 
pointed under a joint resolution adopt- 
ed by the last legislature 10 inquire 
Into teachers' salaries, has heen made 
to the governor. The commission is 
composed of B. F. Moore. .Marion; 
Edgar Webb, Attica; Senator E. I?. 
Moore, Connersvflle; Senator L. Krt 
Slack, Franklin; W. S. Richie, Leba- 
non; T. D. Slimp. Washington, and 
Superintendent John W. Lewis, Wa- 
bash. 


The report states that 
the maxi- 


mum salaries possible under present 
laws are not being paid in a majority 
of cities, towns and townships. Four 
bills will be presented to the legisla- 
ture based on recommendations In the 
report. 


How to Obtain Better Pay. 


The report points to the moral that 


higher salaries may be obtained under 
the present laws if earn local communi 
ty only wills it. Under these circuni 
stances, the report, in a measure, puts 
the matter of bettor salaries up to ih 
teachers themselves. 
On this 
pom 


the report says: 


"The remedy, it seems to us, is large 


ly In the hands of the teachers, who 
should direct more effort toward the 
cultivation :n their communities of n 
healthful public sentiment In favor nl 
fair compensation to teachers ami 
lengthening of the school term. Many 
counties with large property valuations 
and relatively small school 
popula- 


tions, pay into the state 
fund 
more 


money than they receive back, 
and 


others, having low valuations and large 
school populations, receive back for 
the supuport of their schools more 
money than they pay in. Since the tax 
levy is a uniform rate, the distribution 
of the fund raised is based on 
the 


school population. There is no obviat- 
ing this slight inequality." 


Recommendations Are Made. 


The report made recommendations 


with reference to the minimum local 
tuition levy and teachers* classifica- 
tions, and the report, closes with the 
enumeration of four bills to he pre- 
sented tn the legislature. These points 
are included in the following part of 
the report: 


"That the minimum local levy for 


tuition purposes required to be im- 
posed by the poorer school corporation 
before being entitled to the benefits of 
the 
deficiency 
fund; 
to hold 
six' 


months' school; be reduced from fon 
cents to twenty-five cents on "the §100 
taxables, and schools desiring a longe 
term be allowed to participate in the 
deficiency, fund, provided they carr, 
a local levy of forty cents. 


"As to this subject 
some recom- 


mendations are made: 


"That the classification of teachers 


as to experience remain the same as 
in the present law. viz: 
Beginnin; 


teachers, teachers with one year's ex- 
perience, and teachers with three or 
more 3'ears' successful experience. 


To Fix Minimum Salary.

"That the minimum salary for each 


<; class be EO changed that for beginning 


teachers the daily wage shall not he 
less than an amount determined by 
multiplying 2% cents by the general

From the very beginning of all hu- 


man history men havo sought after 
happiness. 
All philosophies and all 


religions have contained within them 
the appealing tone, oftenest in 
the 


minor key, which craves tho ultimate 
satisfaction of life. In an overwhelm- 
ing number of instances the human 
ra.j bas tried tfl find happiness along 
tl f xrack of three passions—tho get- 
ih"t of wealth, the getting of power, 
aid the getting of physical pleasure; 
and the experience of the human race 
h..s demonstrated again 
and 
again 


that the secret of 
happiness IB not 


f.und along the track of any one of 
Uese three pursuits. Men get wealth 
and yet remain unhappy. They gain 
power and happiness is not gained 
with it. They seek and find physical 
pleasure, and when U Is enjoyed to 
the full, and the day has, come to an 
end, happiness is as far off as ever. 


The Joy Most Coveted. 


The voice of all literature is full o! 


words commencing happiness as one 
of the greatest, if not the greatest of 
all human possessions. Shakespeare 
says: 
"My crown is in my heart, not 


on ray head. Not decked with dia- 
monds and Indian stones, nor to be 
seen. My crown is called content. A 
crown it is that seldom kings enjoy." 
Robert Louis Stovenson, voicing- the 
great desire for cheerfulness and hap- 
piness In the daily life, says: 
"A 


happy man or woman is 
a 
better 


thing to find thaji a five pound note. 
He is a radiating focus o£ good will, 
and his entrance Into a room.Is as 
though another candle had -been light- 
ed. We need not care whether they 
could prove the forty-seventh proposi- 
tion of Euclid. They have a better 
thing than " that. They practically 
demonstrate the great theorem of 
life." 
Frederick von Schiller voices 


this -sentiment: "Calm, serene spirit 
is the source of all that is noble and 
5ood. ' Whatever is accomplished of 
Lhe greatest and noblest sort 
fjows 


from such a disposition. Petty, gloomy 
souls that only mourn the past and 
dread the future, are not capable'of 
seizing on the 
holiest 
moments of 


life." Joseph Addison, in the Specta- 
tor, said: "Contentment produces in 
some measure all those effects which 
the alchemist usually ascribes to what 
he calls the philosopher's stone, and if 
it does not bring riches, it does the 
same thing by banishing the desire 
for them." The thought that happi- 
ness comes along the line of accept- 
ance of everyday experience is voiced 
by one who says: 
Fate served me meanly, and I looked at 


her and laughed, 


Tliat none might know 
the cup I quaffed. 


Along came Joy. and paused beside me 


where I sat. 
Saying, "I cann

And, strangely enough, that crabbed, 


irascible, dyspepsia-haunted spirit of 
Thomas CJarlyle, in one 
of his mo- 


ments of clearer vision, said: "How 
much lies in laughter. It Is the cipher 
key. wherewith we decipher the whole 
man. Give us, oh, give us, the man 
who sings at bis work. The very 
stars are said to make harmony as 
they revolve in their spheres. Won- 
derful is the strength of cheerfulness; 
altogether past calculation its powers 
of endurance.".- And . Colley Clbler, 
.synical man of the xWorld. found time 
once to write this couplet: 
The happy have .whole days, and those 


they choose; 
The unhappy have but hours, and those 


they lose. 
Sentiment Helps Little. 


Y.et all these sentiments, true as 


they are in part or whole,-do not help 
much in the search for happiness even 
when we acknowledge their truthful- 
ness. What we want ourselves is the 
secret of the happiness which these 
writers simply acknowledge. It is one 
thing to acknowledge a fact, -or a 
habit, or the result of certain habits, 
and say, that is so. The experience 
of the world has proved It, and mine 
also. But how shall I gain happiness 
myself, if it is one of the 
greatest 


things in the world? If there Is a se- 
cret connected with It, is it so great 
that I cannot learn it, or does it lie 
within the reach of the average human 
being or myself? I want to be happy; 
how shall I be happy? I wish to sain 
happiness as a permanent possession. 
How shall I gain it? It is worth wnilo 
to talk of this and see if we can find 
answers to this great human question. 
The Person In all the world who suc- 
ceeded in gaining permanently 
the 


greatest of all happiness, was the last. 
Person in the world who, from all out- 
ward appearances, was able to gain it. 
Let us strip the personality of Jesus 
Christ of the glamour which .belongs 
to it, and look at It in its sheer his- 
torical surroundings as it actually 
was. Here was a Person who had no 
wealth and no power, seemingly, ex- 
cept in a very limited direction, which 
was never exercised for himself,-and 
very few physical pleasures, yet; his 
life was full of happiness. It was bet- 
ter than happines even, it was joy. 
Happiness may be the result, and very 
often Is, of superficial 
emotions or 


feelings or experiences. Joy is a deep- 
seated and permanent thing In a hu- 
man life, which comes to stay. 


This being so, 'Jesus Christ, who 


had this permanent, abiding «oy in 
him, the highest form of happiness 
known, died at the ago of thirty-two. 
It is more correct to say lie was Bru- 
tally murdered by an indifferent ind 
brutal governmental machine 
wlfich 


had no vision o£ anything higher than 


brute force. At the time of his death 
he left as a possession to the world no 
outward, physical token of any kind 
whatever. The things he taught the 
people were rejected by them. 
The 


friends he choose himself out of the 
people misunderstood him, and in the 
hour of his greatest need they all for- 
sook him and fled. He was put to 
death after a brutal, inhuman mockery 
of a trial. In one of tho most cruel and 
inhuman fashions over Revised by hu- 
man ingenuity to create physical suf- 
fering. 
Murdered between two com- 


mon, stolid, stupid, ignorant criminals; 
hooted at by the rabble, and hissed by 
the mob.and spit upon by the crowd. 
He wrote no books; he built no cities; 
he led no armies; he founded no uni- 
versities; and when bis last breath 
was drawn, there was apparently noth- 
ing except a most prodigious failure 
awaiting the teaching which resulted 
in his own premature murder. 


A Dispenser of Happiness. 


Could anything be further away 


from joy or happiness than such a life, 
filled with such stupendously unhapp'y 
events? Failure was written all over 
It. There was for a little while a per- 
iod of popularity. It soon sank down 
and flickered, like the going out of a 
candle In the gust of wind which 
blows through the hall when the door 
Is opened to let In the belated guest. 
History records nothing In the life of 
any man, no series of personal events, 
so tragic, so calculated to inspire de- 
spair and discouragement and gloom 
and disheartenment as the life of Jesus 
Cnrlst. Yet this Person, of all the per- 
sons in the universe, experienced him- 
self and was able to give out of his 
own experience to others, the highest 
forui of .joy known to a human being. 
That being1 the case it is worth while 
to ask how it was done. If he could 
find the secret of happiness or of joy, 
and that secret was so simple that 
others could learn it, why should not 
all who believe as lie did have the 
happiness which-.he bad, and fho text 
which we have chosen is the direct 
answer to that yearning. He says, "I 
have spoken unto you that my joy 
might .remain in you, and that .your 
joy might be made full." 
In other 


words- that men might be- satisfied 
with this quest for happiness, and sat- 
isfied to. the full. 
. 


The Starting Point 


- The secret of happiness Is 
found 


then,'we say, in learning the secret of 
the life of Christ; and in learning as, 
he did, and as human philosophy and 
all religion have found out, mostly 
through him, that happiness is nol 
found by seeking it along the. line of 
the pursuit of wealth, of human power 
or of physical pleasure. The first start 
ing point for real happiness in a life is 
the consciousness •within-that one has 
made his peace'wlth God. "There Is 
ho peace, saith my God, to the wicked,' 
said the old prophet who, although he 
lived before the time of Christ, had 
gotten a vision of the great philosophy 
of the peasant of Nazareth. "There is 
no peace, saith my God, to the wicked 
The wicked are like tho troubled sea 
which casts up mire and dirt." 


The first essential for peaco of mind 


is the knowledge within that there Is 
nothing between God and the soul 
Sins have been forgiven. 
Whatever 


is wrong, dark and crooked in the past 
has been made straight. 
"Though 


your sins be as scarlet, they shall be 
as wool. 
Though they .be red like 


crimson,-.they shall be as snow." If 
there Is joy in heaven over one sinner 
that repenteth It is a joy which is em- 
phasized by the joy of the sinner him- 
self. A great shout goes up out of the 
soul when it is redeemed, and,It seems 
that this shout is echoed In heaven, 
and echoed back again in the heart of 
the redeemed as he goes on his way 
singing. If there is unbappmess here 
in this room today in the soul of any- 
one, it may start, and probably does, 
from a lack of clear space between 
your soul and God, because there is 
something dark there which has not 
been removed. Everything else being 
equal, the spirit which walks in com- 
panionship with God is continually 
walking in the light, and to walk in tho 
light is to be happy. The godless soul 
cannot be happy. The man who lives 
without God and without hope In the 
world cannot get joy out of wealth, 
power or pleasure. 


Join In Kinship. 


Christ had the fullest consciousness 


of any person that ever lived of kin- 
ship with God. He never attempted to 
prove the existence of God any more 
than he attempted to prove the exis- 
tence of the air he breathed. It proved 
itself. There were some things that 
Jesus took for granted. That was the 
reason he said so little about them. 
We do not talk much about the tilings 
that are so common every day except 
about their manifestation. Wo breathe 
a thousand times a day, but day after 
day goes by and we do not mention 
the fact that we breathe. So Jesus 
taught the existence of God by simply 
living the existence himself. He and 
the father were one, and the greatest 
source of the joy of Christ was the 
fact that ho was not alone, for the 
Father was with him, and when his 
own people rejected him, when 
his 


own disciples fled from 
him, when 


men spit upon him, when the soldiers 
drove the sharp spikes through the 
palms of his hands Into the wood, and 
lifted Ins body up and threw It back 
on the cross into the hole In the rock 
with a jar which must have started ev- 


ery tender, sensitive flbro In that mar 
velous body which contained the spirit 
al! that he had in mind was, "Father 
lor give them." 


The consciousness of the presence 


of his Father was stronger even than 
the consciousness of tne hatred o£ 
men, or the failure of his earthly mis 
slon. If we want happiness we can 
not expect to get it without taking 
God into our lives. He must be a liv 
ing, constant presence to us, stronger 
aud greater than any human calam 
tty, more real than any human friend 
ship, mightier than any disaster, rich- 
er than any loss, more loving than any 
hatred; day and night, the presence 
of God in the spirit which has made 
its peace with him, is the foundation 
of human happiness. 


That makes possible the optimism 


of life; that is, this happiness which 
comes from the presence of Goil in 
tho life makes.possible the assertion 
every moment in our lives that what 
we are doing is worth while. 
Much 


unhappiness, I find, flows out of dis- 
contentment with daily tasks. But the 
daily tpsk is worth while that needs 
to be done because it is the work of a 
son of God. If It. is honest work, if 
the world needs It, if It must be done 
to make others happy, then we have a 
right to the 
encouragement which 


comes from saying every day, "This 
•thing which I am doing Is needed by 
God. The world needs it. The happi- 
ness of others 1 
do faithfully. ' 


increased by what I 
My work, in other 


words. Is dignified by the conscious 
ness of great need." It makes no dif- 
ference how menial or simple it may 
seem to be; It is a part and parcel of 
the whole world's eternal activity. 


Joy in Working With God. 


There is no way to redeem drudg- 


ery except by this spirit. God toiled 
to make the world, and we do not 
know how many ages passed by be- 
fore it was' solved. 
There were 


countless details In creation. We no 
longer believe it was all done at one 
stroke-In six 
days 
of twenty-four 


hours each. How long do you think 
God took to evolve the wing of a but- 
terfly or the leaf of a tree, or the color 
of the sky, or how much time and 
pains does he take at the present mo- 
ment in. maintaining the universe in 
Its integrity, for he is still fashioning 
it in ways of power and beauty. It is 
still undergoing a creative 
process. 


The best people I know are those who 
find In their daily work the joy of 
companionship with God as a co-work- 
er with them in helping keep the uni- 
verse together. A vast amount of un- 
happiness might 
be removed if we 


once remembered we were co-laborers 
with God in tne making o£ a world, in 
the keeping of it as it ought to be 
kept. 


This will also help us In our enjoy- 


ment of life if we have what Christ 
had, a firm faith in the final outcome. 
We make some little effort along the 
line of righteousness or of tlaily living 
and then get discouraged because we 
seem to fail, forgetting that every 
good thought, every right impulse, 
every sowing of good seed has, and 
inevitably; will have, a result. We do 
not look far enough ahead. The final 
result will be on the side o£ God. 
Righteousness will be the triumphing 
factor in the universe in the long run- 
It takes time to get God's results. To 
live in the atmosphere of that op- 
timism which does not count failure 
by the immediate result Is to live in 
the atmosphere of the divine joy of 
Christ. 


Confidence in the Final Issue. 


It Is human, weakness to count re- 


sults by the day. We should reckon 
by the majestic figures of the cen- 
turies and even more, seeing we have 
all the time there Is and to spare, we 
ought not to be niggard of the time. 
Which inevitably leads to this as a 
source of our joy—our faith in immorr 
tality. All that existed in the mind of 
Christ. He knew that the earthly 
kingdoms would come to an end. 
Rome is a thing for the historian. 
Greece has left, its color on the print- 
ed page and in a few remnants of de- 
parted greatness. 
The kingdoms of 


this world shall become the kingdoms 
of our Lord. The human being who 
lives with tho consciousness that the 
earUily life is but the preparation for 
greater and eternal life lives in an at- 
mosphere of hope, and hope begets 
joy. The failures and mistakes, the 
broken toys and the shattered columns 
o£ today will mean very little in tlie 
iiereafter. 
To work in the presence 


and atmosphere of this hope is to 
work with a song, and in that atmos- 
phere 'Jesus did work and hope. He 
talked with angels. Thfi angels came 
and ministered unto him. 
He saw 


iieaven. not afar off but close by. 
It 


was not a vision of unreality to him 
jut among the real things of his ex- 
istence. "Our Father who art in heav- 
en," he taught us to pray. There is, 
then, something above us and somc- 
.hlhg beyoud us. 
The supernatural, 


lie eternal, 
the Invisible of which 


Paul speaks are living realities In the 
ife of joy. There come to us physical 
jaln, disease, weariness, the breaking 
down of the tissues of the body, old 
age, decay, 
physical death—these 


things are insignificant by the side of 
:he tremendous factors of everylasting 
ife. "Oh death, where is thy sting! 
Oh grave, where is 
thy victory! 


Thanks be to God who giveth us the 
'ictory through our 
Lord 
Jesus 


Christ." 


Then, with everything else, Is this 


factor which adds to the Intensity of 
tho joy of life as it was In Christ. We 
bs-Heve la the Christ himself as the 
Lope of the world. It Is not a figure 
of speech used by the evangelist when 
he says, ''You can be saved only 
through Christ." 


j Society Can Be Saved Through Him 


and his teaching. Political govern- 
ments can be saved only through this 
great One. Wo do not grope about in 
the darkness like the old pagan philos- 
ophers searching for some golden age! 
or for some heaven-born leader. 
Ho 


has already come, and we do our work J 
in tho consciousness of that great per* 
sonality which came down from heav- 
en. The hope of this city, of Its ulti- 
mate redemption, is In Jesus Christ. 
We cannot be redeemed, saved, made 
what a people ought to bo by any po- 
litical party. We cannot he saved by 
making improvements, by building bet- 
ter houses, by having more railroads 
or more manufactories or more of any- 
thing. Our one salvation lies in get- 
ting into our civilization the spirit of j 
the Son of God. embodying in our raun 
Icipal life his teaching, building up our 
business, our politics, our 
municipal 


government on his creed of love to God 
and man. 
Tbis helps to make life 


worth living. This ought to give to 
every Christian a dignity &s ho looks 
out into the history of the world. 


There are souls living in,, the world 


today who are in desperate physical 
conditions. The voice of two mi 
little children goes up to God this mo- 
ment for release from the slavery of 
human greed. 
Could we preach the 


joy of life to those little children when 
they could not understand our 
lan- 


guage unless we did the things for 
them which'Jesus taught to give them 
joy? To give them a chance to play 
and to learn and to look up at the stars 
at other times than when they go to 
work at night. And just so far as we 
try to put the teaching of Jesus Into 
tbo daily life of the people, to release 
those who are In bondage, to bring out 
of captivity those who are held ,in 
chains, just so far we shall 
increase 


our own happiness. 


I say Jesus walking with God, living 


with the Father, taking for granted the 
great facts of Immortality and. the ul- 
timate 
victory 
of 
righteousness, 


brought to the world the inspiration of 
living. He taught us that it was not 
in getting but In giving that 
reached the place of joy. It is not In 
earthly power but in the being of life 
that the most exquisite happiness is 
found. The secret of happiness is not 
complicated. It Is simple. It consists 
in living as tfear to God ns we can 
every day, in Ulklng with him In farnil 
lar cominUnion, when we are In trouble 
and when we are in 'joy. In realizing 
that the earthly history is but & part 


the great, life which men shall 


ways live. .''In the tremendous con- 
sciousness every moment that we are 
in the presence of supernatural things. 
In the knowledge that the ills of the 
flesh and the weaknesses and disap- 
pointments of the mind are but as 
broken playthings to the grown-up man 
or woman because there ia a heaven 
above us and an immortality wtthih 
us, realizing that the daily struggle 


worth making when it makes 
for 


character, 
and that the overcoming 


life is the only one possible to a person 
made in the image of God. 


The Problem Solved. . 


So that the secret of happiness re- 


solves itself at last into this, becom- 
ng Christlike, learning of his charac- 
ter and of his nature, loving God with 
all our mind and loving our neighbors 
as ourselves, centering the affections 
and the passions "of life around beln^ 
instead of getting, remembering that 
we are a part of the great universe of 
everlasting things and that the earth- 
ly life is preparation for an eternal 
life of magnificent possibility, re- 
leased from the things which have 
vexed us here, released from the things 
which have tortured us here.
